We are pleased to report a reduction of $1,520.62, in the 
Town debt; $2,500.00 has been deposited in the Amoskeag 
savings bank, as a sinking fund, to which it is hoped we may 
be able to add a little each year. 

The steel for a new bridge, to take the place of the old 
wooden bridge on Epping street, has been bought, but has 
not been paid for, as it was bought with the understanding 
that, if it was not received in season to be put in place before 
cold weather, it should not be paid for until the first of May, 
1911. This is intended to be a steel bridge with a concrete 
floor, and it is hoped that when completed, it will, in fact, be 
“‘a thing of beauty and a joy forever.” 
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Late in the season eleven hundred feet of State road was 
built on Epping street, using stone taken from the ledge at 
the turn in the road east of the bridge; the removal of ledge, 
we believe, is a great improvement, as it has almost entirely 
overcome a dangerous turn, but the kind of road built does 
not appeal to us, on account of the initial cost, also the ex- 
pense of keeping it in repair. 

An act passed at the January session, 1909, makes it un- 
lawful to publish the names of certain poor persons who have 
received aid from the Town or County; believing that under 
our constitution, one worthy poor person is entitled to the 
same consideration at our hands as another, the names of- 
all poor, who have received aid during the year, have been 
suppressed in this report. The books of the Selectmen, how- 
ever, are open for inspection by any tax payer who may wish 
to see the itemized account.

Report of School Board. 


We are pleased to report good progress in our schools for 
the year ending February 15, 1911. It is the best year we 
have had under supervision. Mr. Clarence E. Baker, the 
Superintendent, takes a great deal of interest in the work of 
the schools. 

Last year, 1909, we had thirty-four (84) weeks of school; 
this year, 1910, we were able to have thirty-six (86) weeks. 
This was done by State aid. Under the old system we had 
only twenty-four (24) weeks. Mr. Baker has succeeded in 
establishing, and having an approved one-year high school, 
so that our pupils that go to Kingston or Derry, or other 
schools, can enter on the second year of high school work, 
thus saving to the parents and the town one year’s expense, 
which is quite a sum of money. 

The attendance has been very good, the best in three years, 
so much so that the State paid us $157.50 for our per cent. 
of good attendance. So you will see that it pays to have the 
children attend school every day possible. | 

The parents have visited the schools more than usual, 
which denotes a healthy interest. There has been less sick- 
ness than last year. We have had some difficulties, as there 
always is to overcome, but on the whole everything is mov- 
ing along all right. 

We respectfully request that the Selectmen assess for stat- 
utory requirements as requested by our Superintendent, to 
wit: for books, ninety dollars; for supplies, seventy-five dol- 
lars; for high school tuition, one hundred and fifty dollars; 
for flags, twenty-five dollars.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the Honorable School Board of Raymond: 


I have the honor of transmitting to you my fourth annual 
report on the condition and needs of the schools in your Dis- 
trict. | 

The year just passed has been successful, and an improve- 
ment on preceding ones. We have been able to draw the 
lines a little closer, and demand a higher standard for the 
erades. Our teachers have averaged better than ever be- 
fore. The children have now been under systematic teach- 
ing for four years, and except in the upper grades the work 
is thorough. Our schools are now advanced to a point where 
we should begin to think of doing something of a vocational 
nature, as manual training, sewing, and elementary agricul- 
ture. I do not mean by this that we expect to make ecarpen- 
ters, dress-makers, or farmers; but we should certainly try 
and ascertain the natural talents of each child, and then 
fit him for that work. 

The time has also arrived when we must give a certain 
amount of attention to plays and games. It will be much 
better for our children, if they pass the recess period, play- 
ing good health-giving games than standing around idle or 
disturbing the neighbors and passers-by. 

For the first time all our children will have the privilege of 
a full school year of thirty-six weeks. ‘There has been some 
criticism of this plan; but not as much as was expected. 
The plea that the travelling, the weather, and sickness would 
‘prevent the children from attending is untenable. The aver- 
age child will be exposed to a greater extent if he remains at 
home than if he attended school, for it is impossible to keep 
a robust, healthy child shut up in‘the'house, and I fail to 
see how it can be colder on the road to school than it would 
be skating, coasting, or rolling in the snow in front of his 
parents’ house. There seems to be a special attendance law 
for some of our parents. For the benefit of such, I will quote 
from the only attendance law in existence. | 


+ 
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““Eivery person having the custody and control of a child 
between the ages of eight and fourteen years, or of a child 
under the age of sixteen years, who cannot read at sight and 
write legible, simple sentences in the English language, re- 
siding in a school district in which a public school is annually 
taught, shall cause such child to attend the public school all 
the time such school is in session, unless the child shall be 
excused by the School Board of the District, because his 
physical or mental condition is such as to prevent his at- 
tendance at school for the period required, or because he was 
instructed in the English language in a private school approved 
by the School Board for a number of weeks equal to that 
in which the public school was in session, in the common 
English branches, or having acquired those branches, in other 
more advanced studies. Any person who does not comply 
with the requirements of this section shall be fined ten dol- 
lars for the first offense and twenty dollars for every subse- 
quent offense, for the use of the District.” 

There is no mention of twelve weeks or fourteen weeks. 
It says very plainly all the time the school is in session. 

We now have an approved High school of the fourth class, 
that is, one year. This means that the District cannot, and 
will not pay tuition for children taking first-year High school 
work, 

I must say a word in regard to consolidation. It will be 
forced upon us at no distant date. We should have been 
obliged to close two this year if two members of the Board 
had not been kind enough to board the teachers at considera- 
ble inconvenience. It will be of no use for our best parents 
to complain if the school near their house is closed. If they 
want the school kept open, then board the teacher. They 
should not expect the Board to do it all, and while the over- 
worked teachers can do many things they cannot live out- 
doors. | 

I would recommend that the following sums be asked from 
the Selectmen and District. | 

For general school purposes enough to make the whole 
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amount for general school purpose twenty-five hundred dol- 
lars, for repairs one hundred dollars, for statutory require- 
ments, for books ninety dollars, for supplies seventy-five dol- 
lars, for High school tuition one hundred and fifty dollars, 
for flags twenty-five dollars. | 

In closing, I wish to thank the Board, the teachers, the 
parents, and especially the children, for their support and co- 
operation during the year.

School Board. 


Report of Water Commissioners. 


There have been nine new service pipes added to the sys- 
tem since our last report. There have also been several bath 
rooms added to the service, so that the income has increased 
considerably over one year ago. During the last year the 
outlay has been double the usual sum. We have completed 
the installation of the boiler at the shoe factory and the erec- 
tion of the boiler room for the same. The whole cost of in- 
stalling and building the house was approximately $1,950.00. 
Chase, Chamberlain & Company paid $264.88 towards the 
job for the privilege of having it ready for use about March 1, 
1910. This made the net cost to the Town about $1,700.00. 
There was an extension made from Epping street to Gould 
street to supply the four new houses erected the past summer 
by T. M. Gould. This cost in the vicinity of $250.00. 

The standpipe’ has been scraped and painted two coats 
during the last year, and the pipe taken out of the center of 
the standpipe, as this was a constant menace, on account 
of ice forming around the pipe and braces during the winter. 

Other conditions are about usual. The amount of money 
collected from water takers this year was in excess of $2,000.00. 
The list of bills paid and the balance sheet follows.

Report of Board of Health. 


Raymonp, N..H., February 20, 1911. 


The sanitary condition of the town was never in better 
condition than at present. We had quite an epidemic of 
measles the past year, but with no fatalities. One case of 
diphtheria was reported, but with no other cases develop- 
ing. We believe that the time is not far distant when a 
system of sewerage will have to be installed in the village. 
The system can be installed at a nominal cost with a cess- 
pool to be cleaned out by the town. The water supply has 
been looked after and was never in better condition than at 
the present time. We have had no cases of typhoid fever 
for several years, and we think tuberculosis is less than in 
former years, in fact all cases of acute infectious diseases 
are less than in the preceding years.
